Make Your Merry Christmas Safe

Christm as 
decorations 
whether simple or elaborate 
enhance the holiday season, 
but each year thousands of 
accidents are caused 
by 
unsafe or improperly used 
holiday trimmings. 
Last 
year 
two 
Plano 
homes were destroyed in 
fires which began in the 
wiring of Christmas tree 
lights and hundreds more 
American 
homes 
will 
probably be lost in similar 
fires this year, according to 
Fire Marshall Bill Threet. 
He noted that the U.S. 
Consumer Product 
Safety 
Commission 
has 
also 
predicted that 3,500 people 
will be treated in hospital 
emergency rooms this year 
for injuries associated with 
holiday decorations. 
To make this Christmas a 
safer and happier holiday. 
Threet has requested that 
Planoites observe several 
simple precautions when 
selecting decorations. 
If 
a 
natural 
tree 
is 
selected, freshness is the 
most 
im portant 
safety 
factor, Threet said. 
He 
pointed out that a tree with a 
high moisture content is less 
likely to dry out and become 
a serious fire hazard. 
Freshness Check 
To 
check 
a 
tree 
for 
freshness, 
tap 
the 
tree 
lightly on the ground-if 
many needles fall off, the 
tree is too dry-or gently 
bend 
the 
needles-fresh 
needles won t break. Other 
signs of dryness are brittle 
branches 
and 
shedding 
needles, he said. 
“When you bring a tree 
home, keep it outside if 
possible, 
with 
its 
base 
covered in water until you’re 
ready to decorate it,” Threet 
said. 
“When the tree 
is 
brought in, cut the butt end 
diagonally one or two inches 
above the original cut, place 
the tree in a sturdy, stable 
holder with a wide base and 
fill with water ”

All trees whether natural. 
metal or plastic should be set 
up a good distance from any 
heat 
source, 
he said. 
A 
plastic tree should be made 
ire-resistant 
material. 
be cautioned that any 
“ do-it-yourself 
external 
flameproofing 
treatments 
are unreliable. 
Shock Hazard 
Although 
m etal 
trees 
present no fire hazard in 
themselves, they can be a 
se rious shock hazard if 
electric lights are attached 
to the tree, Threet said The 
only safe way to illuminate a 
metal tree is to use colored 
floodlights placed 
in 
dif­ 
ferent areas of the room. The 
floodlights must be kept out

Extensions cords should 
never tie overloaded with 
more than t’.ree sets of 
lights, 
he cautioned, and 
connection joints should be

Turn Off Lights 
When leaving the house 
or retiring for the evening. 
be sure that all lights are 
turned off by unplugging 
them from the wall outlet.”

“Always 
disconnect any electrical 
appliance by grasping the 
plug, not by pulling on the 
cord. 
“ Although it may provide 
a sense of nostalgia. NEVER 
use wax candles on or near a 
tre e ." 
Threet 
stressed. 
“This is a very serious fire 
hazard and any decorative 
candles should always be 
kept away from children and 
any 
flammable material.” 
Residents also need to be 
particularly careful around 
fireplaces, he said 
Before 
starting a fire, remove all 
decorations from the area, 
make sure the fuel is open 
and always use a screen he 
suggested

O' around the house should 


'always be non-combustible 
or flame resistant.” Threet 
said, “because some fire 
hazards 
are 
seldom 
recognized 
For 
instance, 
glass “ angel h a ir ” and 
sprav-on artificial snow are 
both non-flammable if used 
alone, but when the snow is 
sprayed on angel hair, the 
dried com bination burns 
rapidly 
if 
accidently-

detachable 
parts 
should be placed on upper 
branches out of the reach of 
small children or pets, he 
said. Every year m any 
children are treated for cuts 
from broken ornaments or 


for swallowing ornam ent 
parts 
Some traditional holiday 
decorations may 
also be 
harmful ii eaten, he said 
Mistletoe and holly berries 


may be poisonous if more 
than a few are swallowed, 
old tinsel or artificial icicles 
may contain lead and tire 
salts which produce a multi­ 
colored effect when thrown 
on a wood fire contain heavy 
metals 


“I hope that these few 
safety rules will insure a 
happy holiday for all our 
citizens.” 
Threet 
said 
“ Nothing is more tragic than 
a home burned down at 
Christmas time because of 
carelessness. Have a safe 
and merry Christmas.”
